ITie Golden Temple attack was a brutal chapter in India's repression of the Sikhs, according to Dr. Gurmit Singfi Aulakh, 
Resident of the Council of Khalistan, the government pro tempore of Khalistan, which leads the struggle for Khalistan 's 
ndependence. .

WASHINGTON, D.C, May 28, 2010 - Recently, Dr. Gurmit Singh Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalistan, criticized 
Indian Prime Minister Manmohan Singh for his request to Canadian Prime Minister Stephen Harper that Canada monitor 
Sikh "separatists." Prime Minister Singh falsely presented Sikh freedom activists in Canada as "separatists" whom he 
claims are "trying to revive militancy," according to Indian Panorama. Vishnu Prakash, spokesman for India's External 
Affairs Ministry, told Indian Panorama after the meeting that tlndia was concerned over the rise of "terrorist organizations." 
Apperntly, India's definition of a terrorist is someone who peacefully seeks freedom. 

After Dr. Aulakh made his remarks at the New York Sikh Day Parade on April 24, he was attacked by the pro-Indian 
newspaper Sher-E-Panjab, which claimed that Dr. Aulakh "used derogatory words" against Prime Minister Singh. 

This is not the first time that Manmohan Singh has done the dirty work of the Indian regime. When Sikhs presented human- 
rights violations by the Indian regime to the United Nations Human Rights Commission in Geneva in 1993, Dr. Singh was 
sent to lie for the government. He falsely claimed that there were no human rights violations against the Sikhs evne though 
he knew that the regime murdered more than 250,000 Sikhs. Over 50,000 Sikh youth have been arrested, tortured, killed, 
and secretly cremated, and their bodies were declared undidentified. The Indian Supreme Court called the' Indian 
government's murders of Sikhs "worse than a genocide." 

"How can you admire a man like Manmohan Singh?", asked Dr. Aulakh. "Prime Minister Singh is a Sikh, yet he is complicit 
in the repression of Sikhs and demands that Canada monitor Sikhs," he said. "Is he lying to the Guru' when he does his 
Ardas? How can he recite 'Raj Kare Ga Khalsa' every day and yet oppose Sikh freedom?", said Dr. Aulakh. 

"This request by Prime Minister Singh is a shameful attempt to intimidate Canada and other Western democracies into 
doing the dirty work of the repressive Indian regime," said Dr. Aulakh. "Prime Minister Singh should be ashamed of himself 
for his betrayal of the Sikh Nation," he said. "It is time for the Prime Minister to stop maligning Sikhs." 

"We know that Sher-E-Panjab and some other so-called Sikh publications are funded by the Indian Embassy to keep the 
freedom movement down," said Dr. Aulakh. "It is pathetic that they are using so much money attacking people like me, but 
the attacks on me show that I am doing something right. The work of this office is scaring the Indian regime," he said. "Why 
doesn't the Indian regime use the large amounts of money it is using for this purpose to help the 782 million Indians who live 
on less than two dollars ($2) per day, according to India-West?," Dr. Aulakh asked. "Why must it waste this money paying 
for propaganda to support its anti-democratic repression?" 

"The Sikh media and the Sikh diaspora have a responsibility to support freedom for Khalistan in every way we can " said Dr 
Aulakh. "This would be the best way to show the true Sikh spirit,'" said Dr. Aulakh. "Khalistan's freedom is nearer than 
ever. India is destined to fall apart soon. "As Professor Darshan Singh, a former Jathedar of the Akal Takht, said, 'If a 
Sikh is not a Khalistani, he is not a Sikh'" Dr. Aulakh noted. Former Akal Takht Jathedars Bhai Ranjit Singh and Sardar 
Joginder Signh Vedanti have also publicly stated their support for Khalistan. "How can Manmohan Sinqh oppose these 
Akal Takht Jathedars?," Dr. Aulakh asked.

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Anniversary of Air India Bombing Approaches 
Indian Government Carried Out Terrorist Attack 
Regime Continues to Blame Sikhs Despite Evidence 

WASHINGTON, D.C, May 28, 201 - June 23 marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of the bombing of Air India Flight 1 29, the 
worst terrorist attack involving aircraft prior to the September 1 1 , 2001 attacks on New York and Washington. Although the 
Indian regime contiues to try to blame Sikhs for the atack, the evidence is strong and clear that India itself carried out the 
attack. Ripudaman Singh Malik and Ajaib Singh Bagri were acquitted of all charges in the Air India bombing case, in a 
major rebuke to the Indian regime. Judge Ian Josephson said that the witnesses against Malik and Bagri were "not credible." 
Malik and Bagri were found not guilty in the deaths of 329 people, 82 of them children, who perished when Air India Flight 
182 was brought down by a bomb on June 23, 1985 in Canada's worst case of mass murder. 

Air India flight 182 was blown up on its way from Toronto to Bombay. It was supposed to be blown up at the London airport 
when no passengers would be aboard, but due to delays it blew up over Ireland. Two days before the bombings, police say 
a man of East Indian descent went to the Canadian Pacific Airlines ticket office in downtown Vancouver. He paid cash for 
two tickets. Both were registered under the last name "Singh." One ticket was booked to go to Narita Airport in Tokyo and 
then on to India. The other ticket was booked from Vancouver to connect with Air India Flight 182 out of Toronto. 

The book Soft Target by Canadian journalists Zuhair Kashmeri of the Toronto Globe and Mail and Brian McAndrew of the 
Toronto Star exposed India's responsibility for this bombing. In the book, Kashmeri and McAndrew quoted a Canadian 
Security Investigative Service (CSIS) investigator as saying, "If you really want to clear the incidents quickly, take vans 
down to the Indian High Commission and the consulates in Toronto and Vancouver, load up everybody and take 
them down for questioning. We know it and they know it that they are involved." 

The book shows that within hours after the flight was blown up, the Indian Consul General in Toronto, Surinder Malik (no 
relation to Ripudaman Singh Malik), called in a detailed description of the bombing and the names of those he said were 
involved, information that the Canadian government didn't discover until weeks later. Mr. Malik said to look on the 
passenger manifest for the name "L Singh." This would turn out to be Lai Singh, who told the press that he was offered "two 
million dollars and settlement in a nice country" by the Indian regime to give false testimony in the case. 

In his book Betrayal: The Spy Canada Abandoned, former Canadian Member of Parliament David Kilgour wrote that 
Canadian-Polish double agent Ryszard Paszkowski was approached to join a plot to carry out a second bombing. The 
people who approached Paszkowski were connected to the Indian government. 

Despite this evidence, the Indian regime continues to try to blame Sikhs for the bombing. Indian Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh recently requested Canadian Prime Minister Stephen Harper to be alert for alleged "Sikh separatists." 

The Indian regime has murdered over 250,000 Sikhs since 1984, more than 300,000 Christians since 1948, almost 100,000 
Muslims in Kashmir since 1988, and tens of thousands of Assamese, Bodos, Manipuris, Tamils, Dalits, and others. The 
Indian Supreme Court called the Indian government's murders of Sikhs "worse than a genocide."

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 22, 2010 - Sikhs in New York protested the recent visit of Indian Road Trasnport 
Minister Kamal Nath, who was involved in planning and organizing the 1984 Delhi massacre of Sikhs. 

"We are here to inform the American public about the facts that many criminals including Minister Kamal Nath who 
participated in India's 1984 genocide of the Sikh community have never been brought to justice," said G S Pannun 
one of the main organizers of the protest, which occurred outside the McGraw-Hill Building on Avenue of the Americas' 
in Manhattan, where Mr. Nath was attending a conference. The protest was organized by Sikhs for Justice which 
aims to bring everyone involved in the 1984 genocide to justice. Nath was one of the organizers of the November 
1984 Delhi massacres that killed over 20,000 Sikhs after Prime Minister Indira Gandhi ordered the invasion of the 
Golden Temple and was assassinated. 

"We want to put him behind bars. Anyone guilty should be behind bars," said Avtar Singh Pannu, an organizer of the 
protest. The Indian regime has murdered over 250,000 Sikhs since 1984, more than 300,000 Christians since 1948 
almost 100,000 Muslims in Kashmir since 1988, and tens of thousands of Assamese, Bodos, Manipuris Tamils'

Sikhs for Justice filed a lawsuit in Manhattan federal court this week against Nath on behalf of the deceased and 
injured victims of the Delhi massacre and their families. Jasbir Singh, 44, and Mohinder Singh, 27, of Hayward Calif

"I salute these brave Sikhs for calling to account one of the major figures involved in the Delhi massacre " said Dr 
Gurmit Singh Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalsitan.

Would Not Have Happened If Khalistan Were Free 

WASHINGTON, D.C, March 11, 2010 - Three Sikhs were beheaded by the Taliban in Waziristan, according to a report in 
the February 22 issue of the Economic Times. The three Sikhs, Jaspal Singh, Sarabjit Singh and Baronat Singh had gone 
to collect money owed to them by people in the Federally Administered Tribal Areas (FATA) when the Taliban 'kidnapped 
them. The kidnappers told them to embrace Islam or face death. When they refused, they were beheaded and thajr severed 
heads were sent to the Bhai Joga Singh Gurudwara in Peshawar. The Sikh Nation condemns this barbarou^crir§al act. 

According to the Reuters news service, two other Sikhs were rescued from the Taliban by Pakistani securitySrceSon March 
1 . A security official told Reuters that "some terrorists have also been killed in the fighting." The rescue<Sik|-§?had been 
kidnapped for ransom by the Taliban, who were demanding Rs1 crore. w ^ 

"We appreciate the efforts of the Pakistani security forces," said Dr. Gurmit Singh Aulakh, President of the^fcouncil of 
Khalistan, "and we are glad that these two Sikhs were rescued. However, if we had an independent KhStstaS we would 
have had our own army to free those Sikhs and the three Sikhs who were beheaded," he said. "But werdpn'RJave a free 
Khalistan, so the Sikh Nation gets weaker and weaker," he said. "Everyone attacks it." ^ § 

Dr. Aulakh noted that Indian Prime Minister Manmohan Singh, a Sikh, had apologized for the Novembei§ 984 Delhi 
massacre in which over 20,000 Sikhs were killed, but he has not apologized for the June 1984 attack on the Golden Temple 
or for the genocide against the Sikhs in which over 250,000 Sikhs have been murdered since 1984. 

In addition to more than a quarter of a million Sikhs, the Indian government has murdered more than 300 000 Christians 
since 1948, almost 100,000 Muslims in Kashmir since 1988, and tens of thousands of Assamese, Bodos, Manipuris Tamils 
Dalits, and others. The Indian Supreme Court called the Indian government's murders of Sikhs "worse than a genocide." ' 

According to a report by the Movement Against State Repression (MASR), 52,268 Sikhs are being held as political prisoners 
in India without charge or trial. Some have been in illegal custody since 1984! A couple of years ago 35 Sikhs were arrested 
for making speeches in support of Khalistan and raising the Khalistani flag. In addition, Amnesty International reports that 
"tens of thousands" of minorities are being held as political prisoners. "These prisoners never committed any crime but 
peacefully speaking out for Sikh freedom," said Dr. Aulakh. "What is a democracy doing holding political prisoners'? " he 
asked. "This alone shows that for Sikhs and other minorities, there is no democracy, no freedom of speech." 

In the November 16-30, 2008 issue of Dalit Voice, V.T. Rajshekar wrote, "It is only the Brahminical people who say India is a 
'nation' while the history says Indian was never, ever a nation." India is a multinational state thrown together by the British 
colonialists for their administrative convenience. As Steve Forbes pointed out in his excellent Forbes maqazine article "India 
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Meet Austria-Hungary, history shows that such countries collapse, from the Austro-Hungarian Empire to the Soviet Union to 
Czechoslovakia to Yugoslavia. The breakup of India is inevitable. Events such as this seminar help to ensure that it occurs 
peacefully. 

"As Professor Darshan Singh, a former Jathedar of the Akal Takht, said, If a Sikh is not a Khalistani, he is not a Sikh' " 
Dr. Aulakh noted. "We must continue to pray for and work for our God-given birthright of freedom," he said "Without 
political power, religions cannot flourish, repression continues, and nations perish." 
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Sikhs Protest Indian Genocide on Republic Day 

Sikhs Mourn Murders of Over 250,000 Sikh Brothers and Sisters 
No Democracy for Sikhs, Christians, Muslims, Other Minorities 

WASHINGTON, D.C., January 21, 2010 - India declared itself a republic on January 26, 1950, formally adopting its constitution 
written by the Dalit ("untouchable") leader Dr. B.R. Ambedkar. But India is not a republic. It is a Hindu theocracy where 
minorities are routinely murdered, oppressed, and humiliated. Since 1984, India has murdered over 250 000 Sikhs Another 
52,000 are being held as political prisoners. Police officers were paid more than 41,000 cash bounties to kill Sikhs In addition 
more than 90,000 Kashmiri Muslims and 2,000 o 5,000 Muslims in Gujarat have died at the hands of the government The 
Indian government has killed over 300,000 Christians in Nagaland as well as tens of thousands of Assamese Bodos Dalits 
Manipuns, Tamils, and other minorities. In the words of Narinder Singh, a spokesman for the Golden Temple 'the seat of the 
Sikh religion, who was interviewed in August 1997 by National Public Radio, "The Indian government, all the time they boast that 
they are secular, that they are democratic. But they have nothing to do with a democracy, nothing to do with a secularism Thev 
just kill Sikhs to please the majority." ' y 

What is there for Sikhs and other minorities to celebrate? The essence of democracy is the right to self-determination but for 
minorities there is no self-determination. As Represenatie Dana Rohrabacher (R-Cal.) Has said, "For the people of Jam'mu and 
Punjab and Kashmir, India might as well not be a democracy. For them, India might as well be Nazi Germany The January 15- 
30, 2010 issue of Dalit Voice writes of India's "treacherous relationship with Nazi Germany which they desperately cultivated in 
the hope that Hitler would defeat Britain, their hated enemy which ruled India then." 

A major force in India is the Rashtriya Swayamsewak Sangh (RSS), an organization that Dalit Voice describes as a "Brahminical 
terrorist organization." It was formed in support of the Fascist movement. The main opposition party, the Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP), is the political arm of the RSS. The RSS published a booklet on how to implicate Christians in false criminal cases The 
RSS and its branches have been implicated in major acts of violence and terrorism. Even worse, according to Dalit Voice is 
"the more deadly Brahminical terroist outfit called the Abhinav Bharat, headed by a serving Indian army officer Lt Col [Shrikant 
Prasad] Purohit, now in jail for many terrorist killings along with his gang." Purohit procured RDX explosives for a train blast and 
planned a Hindu government in exile. The Indian government is involved in Lt. Col. Purohit's activities That is not India's only 
involvement with terrorism. According to the January 2, 2002 issue of the Washington Times, India is sponsoring cross-border 
terrorism in the Pakistani province of Sindh. India has spent $1 .3 billion in Afghanistan to undermine the interests of Pakistan It 
gave $1.5 billion to the late governor of Punjab, Surendra Nath, to propagate and support covert state terrorism in Punjab and 
Kashmir, according to the Indian newspaper Hitavada. 

For Sikhs, the only way out of this quagmire is to free their homeland, Khalistan, from its occupation by India In a free Khalistan 
Sikhs will flourish and have the respect of the international community. In a free Khalistan, Sikhs can live with honor and dignity 
among the other nations of the world. We must have our own representatives to the United Nations and other international 
organizations. 

As soon as Khalistan is free, per capita income will increase manyfold. There are three million Sikhs outside India They are 
anxious to help their Sikh brothers and sisters back home as soon as Khalistan is free. If every Sikh outside India invested 
$5000 in free Khalistan, that would amount to 1.5 billion dollars. This would transform Punjab from a poverty-stricken country 
where farmers are forced to sell their crops at below-market rates to a prosperous land like Europe. And Sikhs would not be the 
only ones who would invest. Other people who were looking to make a profit would invest in a thriving prosperous Khalistan 
The farmers of Khalistan would be able to sell their produce internationally at market rates, which would double, triple or even 
quadruple the price they could receive. This would bring enormous prosperity to the farmers of Khalistan. 

"Only freedom for Khalistan will end the repression and allow the people of Punjab, Khalistan to live in freedom dignity and 
prosperity," said Dr. Gurmit Singh Aulakh, President of the Council of Khalistan, the organization leading the struggle to liberate 
Khalistan. "Remember Khalsa Bagi Yan Badshah," he said. "Democracies don't commit genocide. Republic Day should be a 
day of mourning, not celebration" Dr. Aulakh said. "It is time for India to live up to the principles of its constitution and protect 
and extend freedom for all. And it is time to start a Shantmai Morcha to end the Indian occupation and liberate Khalistan." 
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Dal Khalsa swears by sovereign self-rule for Sikhs 

HOSHIARPUR: Sharply differing with Akali leadership in addressing the issues dogging the 
Sikh identity, the Dal Khalsa on the auspicious occasion of Khalsa Sajna Divas (birth of Khalsa) 
talked of unfinished agenda of sovereign self-rule for Sikhs. 

The Khalsa Panth is not just a religious body but also a sovereign political entity. Throughout the 
centuries, the Sildis have had a unique place among the people of world, developing into a distinct 
nation in their own right. The concept of sovereignty and statehood is a fundamental part of our veiy 
existence. 

Resolution to this effect was adopted at a meeting of office bearers held under the leadership of H 
S Dhami to commemorate birth anniversary of the Khalsa Panth. 

The resolution further reads, "Today is our National day. Though British suspended the political 
sovereignty of the Sikh Nation with the annexation of Punjab in 1849 yet we, the Sildis, remain a 
Nation though subjugated. Sildis as a nation has been struggling for its freedom against all odds, 
refusing to submit to those who aim to eliminate their identity".

The Dal Khalsa that traces its roots to Baisakhi incident in which 13 Sikhs were gunned down by 
neo-Nirankaris in Amritsar 32 years ago, urged Sikh groups to foster unity to achieve the Sildi goal 
for independence. The president opined that the community that has sacrificed fifty thousand youth 
can't abandon its aims and goals half-way. 

Reasserting their unique identity, the gathering appealed to Sikhs to reject the imposition of Hindi 
language, Hindu Marriage Act, Bollywood culture and influx of migrants into the state which if not 
checked would reduce the Sildis to a minority in their own homeland and alter the identity of Punjab 
forever. 

"Need of the hour is to shun all differences and promote brotherhood in the society," he said. 
Referring to the clash of ideologies over the Nanakshahi calendar and authenticity of Dasam Granth 
in the recent past, he said, "Enemy agencies are hatching conspiracies to divide us on religious lines. 

He appealed the religious leadership of 
the community to end confusion on the maryada issues and revoke their arbitrary decision of mixing 
Nanakshahi with Bikrami calendar.

Early this morning, a local newspaper quoted the mayor of Surrey, Dianne Watts as 
saying that she has "had enough with this hornet's nest called Vaisakhi.'" Perhaps out of 
ignorance or out of sheer arrogance, the statement will forever tarnish the image of 
Surrey's Mayoral office as it begins a vehement campaign of disparagement and 
discrimination against the Canadian Sikh community. 

Every year, the city of Surrey is livened as over a hundred thousand Sikhs and their non- 
Sikhs counterparts parade through the street inspiring to stand in solidarity for the 
celebration of the birth of the Khalsa. This birth, unknown and fallen deafly upon the ears 
of the Mayor, is more than just a hornets nest.

Dear Prime Minister Harper: 

I am writing in support of the denial of visas to agents of the Indian Intelligence Bureau (IB) 
and other officials seeking to attend the G-20 meeting in Toronto. Thank you for standing up 
for freedom and dignity. I hope that you will stand your ground on this matter. 

As you know, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Air India bombing is coming next month In 
the run-up to that occasion, Prime Minister Manmohan Singh asked you to be alert for Sikh 
"separatists." He billed them as terrorists seeking to bring about violence. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. In fact, it is India, including the officials who were denied visas that is 
the guilty party. Since the Golden Temple attack of June 1984, according to Inderjit Singh 
Jaijee's book The Politics of Genocide, the Indian regime has murdered over a quarter of a 
million Sikhs. Another 52,000 are being held as political prisoners, according to a report by the 
Movement Against State Repression. 50,000 young Sikhs were arrested, tortured killed and 
then declred "unidentified" bodies after being secretly cremated. Their bodies 'were never 
returned to their families. In addition, they have killed over 300,000 Christians in Nagaland 
over 90,000 Kashmiri Muslims, 2,000 to 5,000 Muslims in Gujarat, over 15,000 Tamils over 
12,000 Assamese, and tens of thousands of Adivasis, Bodos, Dalits ("Untouchables" the 
aboriginal people of South Asia), and other minorities. Currently, there are 17 freedom 
movements within India's borders. 

There is substantial evidence that India itself is responsible for the Air India bombing Two 
Canadian journalists, Zuhair Kashmeri of the Toronto Globe and Mail and Brian McAndrew of 
the T oronto Star, exposed India's involvement in their excellent book Soft Target. 

Although the Indian regime contiues to try to blame Sikhs for the attack, the evidence is strong 
and clear that India itself carried out the attack. Ripudaman Singh Malik and Ajaib Singh Bagri 
were acquitted of all charges in the Air India bombing case, in a major rebuke to the Indian 
regime. Judge Ian Josephson said that the witnesses against Malik and Bagri were "not 
credible." Two days before the bombings, police say a man of East Indian descent went to the 
Canadian Pacific Airlines ticket office in downtown Vancouver. He paid cash for two tickets 
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Airport in Tokyo and then on to India. The other ticket was booked from Vancouver to connect 
with Air India Flight 182 out of Toronto. 

In their book, Kashmeri and McAndrew quoted a Canadian Security Investigative Service 
(CSIS) investigator as saying, "If you really want to clear the incidents quickly, take vans 
down to the Indian High Commission and the consulates in Toronto and Vancouver, load 
up everybody and take them down for questioning. We know it and they know it that they 
are involved." 

The book shows that within hours after the flight was blown up, the Indian Consul General in 
Toronto, Surinder Malik (no relation to Ripudaman Singh Malik), called in a detailed 
description of the bombing and the names of those he said were involved, information that the 
Canadian government didn't discover until weeks later. Mr. Malik said to look on the passenger 
manifest for the name "L. Singh." This would turn out to be Lai Singh, who told the press that 
he was offered "two million dollars and settlement in a nice country" by the Indian regime to 
give false testimony in the case. 

In his book Betrayal: The Spy Canada Abandoned, former Member of Parliament David 
Kilgour wrote that Canadian-Polish double agent Ryszard Paszkowski was approached to join a 
plot to carry out a second bombing. The people who approached Paszkowski were connected to 
the Indian government. Yet India continues to deny involvement and continues to try to blame 
the Sikhs. The entire purpose of the attack was to try to portray the Sikh Nation as terrorists, as 
Prime Minister Singh implied to you in Washington, 

I hope you will stand up to Indian pressure and continue to exclude the violent representatives 
of this repressive regime. The violence that they perpetrate should be an embarrassment to all 
free and democratic nations. 

I would like to stay in touch with you on this matter. If there is anything I can do for you, 
please let me know. Thank you again for standing up for freedm by denying these visas.

WAHEGURU JI KA KHALSA, WAHEGURU JI Kl FATEH! 

Beware of disinformation being spread about me and the work of this office. Critics and opponents of our work 
for the freedom of the Sikh Nation are saying that all I do is go to Gurdwaras, raise slogans of "Khalistan 
Zindabad", and ask for money. Is that all they can come up with? 

This office has been working for Sikh freedom for over 25 years. We are your voice in Washington. We have 
worked hard all that time to represent Sikh interests. It is hard work and it requires money. I greatly 
appreciate the support all of you have given me and this office and I thank you for it. We could not do what we 
do without your support. And we cannot continue to do it without your continued support. 

In the last year, we have written numerous press releases, open letters, and other materials that have been 
disseminated worldwide in support of the cause of liberating Khalistan. We have made extensive use of 
technology such as email and Facebook and other websites to promote the cause of Sikh freedom. I went to 
Nankana Sahib and raised Khalistan slogans. They were carried by Pakistani TV into India. They were heard 
in Punjab, Khalistan. I met with the Education Department in Belgium about the issue of allowing Sikh 
schoolchildren to wear their turbans in school. I visited Ypers, Belgium, where about 500 Sikhs were among 
the brave troops who gave their lives fighting the Nazis. I went to Germany to propagate the issue of 
Khalistan. I visited the Gurdwara in Switzerland to promote Khalistan. Before I arrived, Parneet Kaur, the wife 
of Captain amarinder Singh and a minister in the Indian government, had been at that Gurdwara to' promote 
India's interests, so my presence was very well-timed. I snubbed Parneet Kaur. I met with the mayor of 
Brussels to promote the interests of Sikhs there. And all of this has been just within the past year. 

Since the opening of this office, we have worked to maintain a correct history of the Sikh Nation and its 
struggle for freedom, combatting the Indian government's efforts at changing Sikh history, through our contacts 
in the United States Congress. From then until now, we have provided information that has been the basis of 
both statements and actions in the United States Congress. Check the Congressional Record for information 
that we have helped to provide to Members of Congress. And it was because of the information we provided 
and efforts we made that Congress has on more than one occasion cut aid to India. 

We have been active in defending the interests of the Sikh Nation on turban issues. We have worked to 
support those who have gotten in trouble for carrying kirpans. When prominent Sikhs such as Simranjit Singh 
Mann have been arrested and/or charged, we have worked to secure their release. We have fought to expose 
the secret cremations policy, to get the political prisoners in Punjab released, and for the farmers of Punjab to 
get fair market value for their crops. We have been vocal and active in supporting the retention of Punjab's 
water. 



In 1999, the Khalsa Panth celebrated its 300 th anniversary. The big parade in Washington was organized by 
this office. We had a broad range of Sikhs and Sikh organizations who worked with us on the event, and the

This work must continue until the Sikh Nation lives in the glow of freedom that was promised to us Guru 
Gobind Singh Sahib gave sovereignty to the Sikh Nation ("In grieb Sikhin ko deon Patshahi ") Sikhs must 
aspire to freedom. There is no other choice for the Sikh Nation but a sovereign, independent Khalistan 
Remember the words of former Jathedar of the Akal Takht Professor Darshan Singh: "If a Sikh is not a 
Khalistani, he is not a Sikh." This is the work we have been doing since this office opened. 

The Indian government has kept Punjabi-speaking areas out of Punjab while supporting an influx of Hindus 
into Punjab. As you know, Sikhs are prohibited from buying land in Rajasthan and Himachal Pradesh Yet 
there are no restrictions on land ownership in Punjab by non-Punjabi Hindus. People from anywhere can buy 
land in Punjab, including people from Rajasthan and Himachal Pradesh. India is trying to subvert Khalistan's 
independence by overrunning Punjab with non-Sikhs while keeping Sikhs from escaping the brutal repression 
in Punjab. We must prevail upon the political leadership in Punjab to get these Sikh lands back from Haryana 
and Himachal Pradesh. They rightfully belong to Punjab. 

On several occasions, Sikhs were arrested for making speeches in support of Khalistan and raising the 
Khalistani flag. The Indian regime is clearly worried about the rising tide in support of Sikh sovereignty In 
Nankana Sahib, faced with 15,000 Sikhs chanting "Khalistan Zindabad," the regime sent its consul to meet 
with me to try to stop my efforts to liberate Khalistan. The Brahminocracy realizes that this office is effective 
Yet our critics spread these false charges to destroy the work of this office. 

India is not a single country. It is a polyglot of many nations thrown together by the British colonialists for their 
administrative convenience. It has 18 official languages. History shows that such countries do not long 
endure. Austria-Hungary, the Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, and Yugoslavia are some examples The 
breakup of India is inevitable. We pray that it will be peaceful like the breakup of Czechoslovakia and not 
violent like that of Yugoslavia. 

Sikhs will never get any justice from Delhi. Ever since independence, India has mistreated the Sikh Nation 
starting with Patel's memo labelling Sikhs "a criminal tribe." What a shame for Home Minister Patel and the 
Indian government to issue this memorandum when the Sikh Nation gave over 80 percent of the sacrifices to 
free India. How can Sikhs continue to live in such a country? There is no place for Sikhs in supposedly 
secular, supposedly democratic India. In a free Khalistan, minorities will have equal rights and all will be 
respected. 

We will continue this vital work for the Khalsa Panth. These smears are a testimony to the effectiveness of this 
office and the lack of imagination of those who attack us. If all they can come up with is that I ask for money 
then I know that their criticisms are failing. We cannot continue this work without money. We have shown how 
we use the money we raise. Money spent by this office has brought very high return to the Sikh Nation We 
have internationalized the struggle for the independence of Khalistan and exposed the human-rights violations 
against the Sikh Nation by the Indian government. What are these critics doing to promote the interests of the 
Khalsa Panth? 

May Guru bless the Khalsa Panth.

Subject: Political Asylum Application of Kulbir Singh 



To Immigration Department, Hong Kong: 

As President of the Council of Khalistan, leading internationally the Sikh Nation's struggle for 
independence and human rights, I am writing in support of the political asylum case of Kulbir 
Singh, who is seeking political asylum. If he is sent back to India, Kulbir Singh faces harassment, 
illegal detention, torture and quite possibly death, at the hands of Indian security forces. 

Kulbir Singh is a supporter of Khalistan, the sovereign Sikh homeland that declared its 
independence on October 7, 1987. For his peaceful activities in support of this cause, he has been 
tortured by the Indian police. Kulbir Singh has been involved in the struggle for Sikh freedom since 
1987. He left India for Germany in 1995. He returned to India and has been blacklisted since 2007 
by court order. 

Kulbir Singh helped the murdered human rights activist Jaswant Singh Khalra in his investigation 
and reporting about the secret cremations of Sikh youth. He provided information against Nihang 
Poola and Bhaniara and their followers, including information about violence and killings 
committed by those people. 

If he is returned to India, Kulbir Singh is certain to be arrested, tortured, and murdered by the police. 
He will be another casualty in the Indian government's all-out war against the Sikhs and anyone 
who helps them. That war has taken the lives of over 250,000 Sikhs since 1984. The U.S. State 
Department reported that between 1991 and 1993, the Indian government paid more than 41,000 
cash bounties to police officers to murder Sikhs. Tens of thousands of Sikhs are being held as 
political prisoners without charge or trial. Some have been in illegal detention since 1984.

Rattan also worked with an 
Army tailor to create an insignia 
patch normally worn on soldiers' 
berets that could be affixed to his 
black turban, she said. 

Before the Army's regulation 
change in 1984, Sikhs served in 
the U.S. military during every 
major armed conflict going back 
to World War I. Those who joined 
before the change were allowed 
to serve with their beards and 
turbans, but the policy effectively 
prevented new enlistment of 
Sikhs, Kaur said. 

The coalition continues to push 
the Army to change the overall 
policy. 

"If government can say to some- 
one, 'You can't serve, not for any 
reason that has to do with your 
abilities,' that sends the wrong 
message," Singh said. "We don't 
want to be perpetual outsiders."

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Oregon House Passes Bill 
To Strike Down Turban Ban

The Sikh American Legal De- 
fense and Education Fund com- 
mended the Oregon House of 
Representatives Feb. 9 for passing 
Oregon House Bill 3686, which 
if enacted would allow public 
school teachers to wear religious 
dress, including the Sikh dastaar 
(turban), the Muslim lujab, and 
the Jewish yarmulke. 

The House voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the bill, passing 
it with a 51-8 vote. The bill will 
now be considered by the Oregon 
state Senate. 

In the summer of 2009, SALDEF 
initiated a campaign to overturn 
this (uscriminatory legislation and 
has since been working to publi- 
cize and repeal OES 342.650. 

The bill is the first step in undo- 
ing ORS 342.650, an Oregon law 
that effectively forbids Sikhs, and 
all other individuals who wear 
religious dress in accordance with 
their faith, from working as public 
school teachers. 

Over the past several months, 
SALDEF had worked closely with 
the Oregon House Speaker Dave 
Hunt, along with a broad coali- 
tion of groups and individuals 



to engage in outreach to Oregon 
legislators, provided testimony 
at House hearings, and mobilized 
community support for the Lobby 
Day held at the State House in 
Salem. 

"We commend the members of 
the Oregon House, and specifi- 
cally Speaker Hunt for this vote 
and for sending the message that 
Oregon respects and embraces 
individuals of all faiths," SALDEF 
managing director Kavneet Singh 
stated in a press release to India- 
West. 

"By passing this bill the legisla- 
tors have taken the first step in 
doing away with an archaic law 
that was initially enacted with the 
support of the Ku Klux Klan. We 
look forward to the Oregon state 
Senate taking up this issue and 
passing it with similar overwhelm- 
ing support." 

The Feb. 9 vote "is a great vic- 
tory for all residents of Oregon 
and the nation," added Oregon 
resident and local leader Ravitej 
Singh Khalsa. "I was part of the 
original effort in the mid-80s to 
get this law repealed, and it was 
truly amazing to see such a broad 
coalition of groups working to the 
same end this time around."

Pakistan: Taliban behead 3 Sikhs for 
refusing to convert to Islam 

"Three Sikhs beheaded by Taliban in Pak," from the Economic Times . February 22 (thanks 
to all who sent this in): 

NEW DELHI: In what threatens to cast a shadow on the upcoming Indo-Pakistan 
talks scheduled for February 25, three Sikh youths were beheaded by the Taliban in 
Pakistan's Federally Administered Tribal Area (FATA) region after they allegedly 
refused to convert to Islam. Their severed heads were dumped at a gurudwara in 
Peshawar. 

The Sikh youths -- identified as Jaspal Singh, Sarabjit Singh and Baronat Singh -- had 
gone to realise the money owed to them by some people in the FATA region adjoining 
Afghanistan, when they were abducted by the Taliban militia. They were allegedly 
told by the Taliban to embrace Islam or face death. When the Sikh youth refused, their 
heads were chopped and sent to the Bhai Joga Singh Gurudwara in Peshawar. 

A sizeable number of Sikhs lived in the tribal belt, particularly Aurakzai Agency, till 
the Taliban imposed jiziya or religious tax on them in 2009. Most members of the 
community, faced with increasing pressure from the Taliban to convert to Islam, have 
since fled to cities across Pakistan.
